—HARLES by the grace of GOD, King of Great Britain, France And 
fi ircland, defender of the Faith: To | 
"1 Pacersor Pellengers at Arms, Our Sheriffg in that part,con- 
junttip and ſeverally, ſpectally conſtitute, greeting: Fozalmuch 
— i as when Native Commodities, and in ſpecial Coꝛns, are of that 
8 Wl plenty within this Kingdom, that Our Subjects are, and may 
de p;ovidedandfurniſhed with the lame, at reaſonable rabes any 
__———— ce, the Impoꝛting thereof from other Conntreys, will be 
2 great pꝛejudice to the Kingdom: And albett ſuch Cozns of the growth of the 
Kingdom as areinuſe to be Impoꝛted from Fozraign parts, are under the pꝛices 
mentioned in the eleven! h Act of the third Seſsion of Our firſt Parliament, allow⸗ 
ing the Expo ꝛting of Cozns when there is no ſcarcety and dearth, and when che ſame 
are under the pꝛites fozelaids ; nevertheleſs divers perſons do, and may Impoꝛt 
Coꝛns from Fozraignparts, unleſs they be reſtrained. Therefoze We, With Ad⸗ 
vice of the L oꝛds of Our Pꝛivy Council, have thought fit to reſtrain and diſcharge, 
and hereby do reſtrain and diſcharge the Impoꝛting of any Coꝛns into this King- 
dom, after publication hereof, under the pain of confiſcation ofthe ſaids coꝛns, with 
the Ships and Ueſſels in which the ſame ſhall happen to be Yinpozted, the one half 
thereof to belong to Us, andtheotherhaifto the diſcoverer ;beſides theinflictingand 
impoſing of ſuch Cenſures, Punichments and Fines upon the-pexſons guilty, as the 
Lozds of Our Pꝛivy Council chall think fit. And O2dains all Sheriffs, Stewarts, 
Bailiffs of Regalities, Magiſtrates of Burghs, Juſtites of Peace, and other 
perſons in Authoꝛity under Us, to ſeize upon all ſuch Cozns and Ueſſels, foz the 
ule fozeſaid, and to Pmpatſon the perſons of the Merchants and Maſters of the 
Ueſſels, while they be p2oceeded againſt accozding to Law. And D2dains thele 
pꝛeſents to ſtand and continue in foꝛce, ay and while the lame be erpꝛelly diſcharged 
by Us, oz the Lozds of Our Pzivy Council. And that the ſame be pꝛinted and pu⸗ 
bliched at the Percat-croſſes of Ediaburgh, Glaſgow, Air, Dundee, Aberdene, And 
other places needfut, that none pꝛetend ignoꝛance.
